With the’ international situation, not only.iny Europe but. also in the 
Orient becoming daily more fraught with peril, the necessity. for. a reju- 
venated and strenthened League of Nations becomes apparent, if world 
peace is to be preserved. 

First hint of the likelihood of an eventuality, which must have been 
obvious for some time to‘student-observers of international trends came in 
despatches recently to the daily press of this country when the Italian’ 
Mussolini was reported to be paving the way for a rapprochment. between 
Italy, Germany and Austria by attempting to effect a reconciliation of dif- 
ferences between the last two mentioned countries, ' 

When one considers the situation in which these three countries find 
themselves an alliance in a common cause appears a natural probability. 
All three sustained serious losses during the Great War and its aftermath. 
All three are in urgent need of extension of territory to provide an outlet 


fo a large number of unemployed or partially submerged population, or as 


_ & source of rdw materials‘or for the. promotion of trade or for all three. | 
All three are in the same political_as well’as the same economic boat for 


they’ are fascist, dictator-ruled. The people of all three countries are in- 
tensely ambitious to regain what they have lost and this is probably the 
principal reason why they are content with the form of government they 
have. 

It is true that the Italian: aggression in Ethiopia appears, on the face 
of it, to have resulted in triumphant achievement for the Italian forces, but

Soviet Government Plans To Expend | Chicago Jeweller 


Huge Sum This Year 

When the Japanese ‘war office 
starts to draw ‘attention to the 
weight of Russian armaments, there 
is some reason to suggest that the 
pot is calling the kettle black. Japan: 
devoted 47 per cent. of her whole 
budgetary expenditure last year to 
defence, and. this yeat proposes to 
spend 50 per cent. Even so her mili- 
tary budgets, and those of all other 
countries, pale into insignificance bv 
comparison. with Rudsia’s. Marshal | 
Tukhachevski, deputy-commissar of | 
defence, recently announced that. in 
1936 the Soviet would expend 14,800,- 
000,000 roubles on her military 
forces. At the official rate of ex- 
change this sum represents £2,600,- 
000,000 sterling. Britain has for 
months been debating whether she 
should spend half the latter sum; 
spread over a period of years, on 
modernizing her sea, land and air 
forces. From all this it is clear 
enough that, whethér the Japanése 
war office wishes to. put the nation 
‘on guard or merely to raise a bogey, 
it has substantial material to -ex- 
ploit—Auckland News,

To Borrow Up To $750,000,000 

Ottawa.—Autthority for the nec- 
essary refunding and borrowing the 
government may normally expect in 
the next two or three years will be 
sought from parliament in a resolu- 
tion appearing on votes and proceed- 
ings in the name of Finance Minister 
Dunning. : 

The motion is for authority to bor- 
wow up to a maximum of $750,000,-

SENATE REJECTS 
AMENDMENTS T0 
THE B.N.-A. ACT 


_ Ottawa. — Senate division bells 
rang the death knell of immediate 
constitutional reform when the pre- 


dominant Conservative majority of|° 


the red chamber united in a straight 
party vote to defeat 40-15, the joint 
petition to Westminster asking for 
specific amendments t the British 
North America Act. : 

Rt,. Hon. Arthur Meighen, Con- 
servative leader, refused to accept a 
proposed amendment from the gov- 
ernment side which sought to satisfy 
objections: to the proposal to. obtain 
constitutional power for the prov- 
inces to impose indirect taxation. 
“T am against the amendment ‘and 
against the address,” he declared. 

The Conservative: leader declared 
the time had arrived when the. gov- 
ernment should come to grips with 
the problem of provincial expendi- 
tures for social services they could 
not afford and relief of unemployed 
who refused to work. 

The joint address, which »was 
adopted in the House of Commons 
| without division, was a petition to 
the British parliament to amend the 
British North America Act in two 
respects. One clause sought power 
for. the provinces to impose sales 
‘taxes on certain classes of. com- 


| modities, the other to provide neces- 


sary power for the minister of fin- 
faite to set up provincial loan coun- 
cils. : : 

Under the constitution provinces 
|many impose only direct taxes and 
‘the indirect taxation field. is re- 
| stricted to the Dominion. Certain 
| forms of indirect taxation, such as 
| those on luxuries and: entertainment, 
|,are already being imposed but sub- 
| ject to challenge on constitutional 
grounds. 


There. was little debaté on the 


| loan council phase of the address, 


but Hon. Raoul Dandurand, govern- 
ment leader, declared from the first 
that no motion could be accepted 
that would take anything away from 
the address. Defeat of, the amend- 
ment by a recorded vote was fol- 
lowed by rejection of the address on 
the same division. 

Previously, after the address had 
been studied before the senate bank- 
ing .and commerce committee, a 
recommendation from - that body, 
originating with Senator Meighen, 
that the taxation clause should be 
deleted was adopted in the senate by 
‘a vote of 50-10, with three Liberals 
supporting the Conservative major- 
ity. These three senators—aA. C. 
Hardy (Brockville), E. S. Little 
(London), and J. J. Hughes (Prince 
Edward Island), returned to the Lib- 
eral side in the final vote. ‘ 

Opposition to the address had been 
based mainly on the conviction ex- 
pressed by Mr. Meighen that to 
legalize imposition of indirect taxa- 
tion to the provinces .would be to 
make it possible for each province to 
set up what would be an effective 
tariff wall about itself and lead to 
disintegration of the Dominion.

{PROBE METHODS 
FOR REDUCING THE 
WHEAT SURPLUS 


Ottawa.—A royal commission will 
investigate Wheat marketing if the 
recommendation submitted to the 
house by the special committee on 
the subject is accepted by the gov- 


ernment. Trade. Minister Euler was — 


chairman of the committee and two 
other ministers, Hon. James Gardi- 
ner and Hon. T. A. Crerar, served orf 
it, so. there is little doubt its unani- 
mous: recommendations’ wil - car- 
ried’out. ° 

The report was unanimous and 
found the course, taken by the ‘new 
wheat board under the chairman- 
ship of James R. Murray was con- 
sistent with the policy of the govern- 


ment to reduce the wheat surplus to- 


reasonable proportions, . 

A commission of three will prob 
ably be appointed and one of its 
duties will be to study marketing 
conditions in. the United Kingdom 
and other importing countries in 
Europe. The committee spent many 
days hearing the evidence of. James 
R: Murray, chairman of the Cana- 
dian wheat board, and members of 
the Winnipeg grain exchange, so the 
commission will have a great amount 
of data on the Canadian end of the 
marketing. 

There have also been other com- 
missions studying the Canadian side 
of the selling of wheat, the last 
being that headed by ‘Sir Josiah 
Stamp. There has been no such 
study of the buying side in. overseas 
markets, — ;

Dickens and Mr. Mark Lemon at- 
tended at Marylebone police-court on)

tempted robbery. | : 

Mr. Lemon | said in evidence: ‘I 
was walking with my friend Mr.| 
Dickens along the Edgeware Road. 
I felt a hand in my coat pocket, and 
on turning round saw the prisoner 
I and Mr. 
Dickens ran after him, and he was 
shortly afterwards taken.” 

Mr, Dickens, at the station, said:| 
“I thought I knew the prisoner and 
that I had seen him at the ‘House of 
Correction.” Prisoner said: “Now, 
your worship, he must have. been in 
‘quod’ then himself or he could not 
have seen me; I know these two 
gentlemen well; they're no. better 
than swell mob-men and get their 
living by buying stolen goods. 
(Laughter). That.one’” (pointing to 
Mr, Dickens) “‘keeps ‘a fence’, and I 
recollect him at the prison when he 
was put in for six months, while I 
was only there for two.” -
